At the moment Austria and 
Greece are the most critical cases, 
the report says, but pressing needs 
of other countries must be provid- 
ed for to avert an even more in- 
tense financial crisis.

BOY, 3, IN DRILL HOLE 


‘FOR 11 HOURS, RESCUED 


Taken Out, Apparently Not 
Badly Hurt, in Picher, 
Ok., Mine. 


'Specia to the Post-Dispatch. 


.PICHER, Ok., April 1.—While 
his parents wept in joy and thou- 
sands of bystanders cheered, 3-year- 
old Gerald Collins was rescued last 
night from a precarious trap 20 
feet below the ground in a drill 
hole in which he had fallen 11 
hours before. 

A few minutes b€fore rescuers, 
digging heriocally to save ham, had 
reached their goal. Gerald’s father 
wept to the narrow opening 
through which the boy had fallen 
and called down: | : 
“This is daddy, son. We're going 
to get you out in a few minutes 
now,” & 

“Hurry, daddy,” 
voice of the child; 
me.”’ 

A few minutes later a 
team burrowed ‘into the hole from 
another sunk alongside it and the 
baby was taken to a_ hospital, 
bruised and cramped from his con- 
finement, suffering from a heavy 
cold, but apparently unhurt other- 
wise. 

The darfil hole in which he had 
fallen, at the Mary Ann lead and 
zinc mine, is 250 feet deep, but 4 
taper in the workin:, about 20 feet 
below the surface, kept him from 
falling to his death. 

First rescuers tried to drop a 
noose over his body, but were un- 
successful. They could see that 
the baby was trapped with his head 
up in a sitting position, his arms 
pinioned above him. A pick ‘and 
shovel crew set to work immediate-

crew stood by to .sink a casing 
around the boy should the drill 
hole show signs of caving in. Heat- 


‘ed fresh’air was forced into the 


hole by a compresser. 

The shovelers were relieved by a 
steam shovel, but five feet below 
the surface it was stopped by bed 
rock. From then on it was a job 
for pneumatic drillers, working so 
feverishly that they had to be re- 
lfeved every minute by fresher men. 
At 8:30 o’clock last night they 
reached their goal.

CITY SUBSIDING 
INTO CAVES BENEATH 


Residents Reported Abandoning 
Villa Santa Stefano, 
Italy. 


By the Associated Press. 

NAPLES, April 1.—Ten thou- 
sand inhabitants of the city ol} 
Villa Santa Stefano are reported 
to have begun abandoning: the town 
this afternoon when it started to 
slowly subside into the ancient Ro- 
man caves over which it is built. 

Santa Stefano is an agricultural 
community approximately half way 
between Naples and Rome. 

Today ten buildings in the cen- 
ter of the town slowly sank out of 


sight into the earth and many 
others gave signs of caving in. 

The disappearance of the build- 
ings was slow enough to give the 
inhabitants time to escape and so 
far as was known there were no 
casualties. 

The wholesale exodus began im- 
mediafely and all the inhabitants 
fled with such of their possessions 
as they could gather together ina 
hurry and carry away .on_ their 
backs and in don.iey carts. 

Tonight many of them had 
‘pitched camp at a safe distance 
from the town; but others pressed 
on to neighboring towns and vil- 
lages and farmhouses. 

It was thought that the cave-in 
was due to the fil-ration of river 
water through the grounu under 
the town which broke down the 
roof supports of the caves.

Fatal Illness of Manufac- 
turer and Sportsman Was 
Accidental. 


VICTIM HAD USED 
1400 BOTTLES 


100 Others Affected by 
Malady, Doctor Reports 
—New York City Barred 
Such Preparationsin 1915

NEW YORK, April 1.—The death 
of Eben WM. Byers, wealthy Pitts- 
burg iron manufacturer and inter- 


nationally known sportsman, was 


accidental, Dr. Charles Norris, 


chief medical examiner; found to- 
day. The finding was placed on a 
new death certificate signed by Dr. 
Norris, who conductell an autopsy 
today. The examiner added the no-, 
tation that Byers “drank radium 
water for the past two years.” 

The autopsy showed that the 
poisoning had led to necrosis of 
both jaws, anemia, a brain abs- 
cess and finally to bronchial pneu- 
monia. These causes were listed in 
the new death certificate, which 
was filed after the Bureau af Vital 
Ntatistics had rejected the first 
one on the ground that the cause 
of death was improperly explained 
In the certificate permission was 
asked for removal of the body to 
Pittsburg for burial in Allegheny 
Cemetery. The funeral will be held 
at 2:30 o’clock tomorrow. after- 
noon at the home of a brother, J. 
F. Byers, in Sewickley, a Pittsburg 
suburb, 

J. Dennison Lyons, a brother-in- 
law, said Byers’ illness began about 
five years ago as the result of fall- 
ing from a Pullman berth while en 
route home from a Yale-Harvard 
football game. One of his arms 
was injured in the fall. 

Radium Waters Barred. 

Dr. Charles KF, Bolduan, director 
of the Bureau of Health Education, 
said today the sale of radium treat- 
ed waters had been forbidden iu 
New York City since 1915. He ex- 
plained there was no active-law | 
against their sale, but a special sec- 
tion of the sanitary code enacted 
in 1915 required that the sale of 
all patented medicated fluids be 
made under a health department 
permit and no such permit, was ev- 
er applied for by the makers or 
sellers of any radioactive nostrum. 

Dr. Norris announcéd that he 
had called for the assistance of 
Dr. Harrison §. Martland, chief 
medical examiner of Essex County, 
New Jersey, with headquarters at 
Newark, who, in his opinion, is 
“the foremost authority on radium 
poisoning in the country.” 

Dr. Martland. determined the 
source of radium poisoning suf- 
fered by woman workers employed 
to paint watch and clock dials with 
lumninous paint, 


Dr. Alexander O. Gettier, city 
toxicologist, also will assist in the 
extensive microscopical and chem- 
ical examinations of the bone and 
tissue which is deeméd necessary. 

After Byers succumbed jyester- 
day, Dr. Frederick B. Flinn, ra- 
dium expert of Columbia Univer- 
sity, said death resulted from 
drinking “a widely advertised ra- 
dium water’ as a tonic. 


Drank 1400 Battles. 

Last September Dr. Joseph M. 
Steiner, New York specialist, had 
told the Feder.ul Trade Commission 
in Washington that. Byers would 
die of a brain abscess resulting 
from radium, 

Byers, at a hearing held 
September at hig home because he 
was too ill to move, testified he 
drank 1400. bottles of a product 
known as Radithor. Later the com- 
mission forbade the Bailey Radium 
Laboratories, Inc.,.of East Orange, 
N. J., to advertise their product 
Radithor as harmless.

The old tariff coalitian of Dem- 
ocrats and independent Republic- 
ans put the bill through the Sen- 
ate, though it is headed for a cer- 
taip veto by President Hoover. 

Democrats voted solidly for the 

bill and were supported’ by six 
Western Republicans. 
- The bill would repeal the Repub- 
lican flexible tariff and provide for 
congressional action on changes in 
duties recommended by the Tariff 
Commission. 

The Senate adopted an amend- 
ment to suspend protection for a 
commodity when there is not full 
competition among its domestic 
producers. The amendment spon- 
sored by Senator Norris (Rep.), 
Nebraska, was‘accepted by Senator 
Harrison of Mississippi, in charge 
of the Democratic bill. It provides 
that when the United States Cus- 
toms Court finds competition does 
not exist among domestic producers 
of a product protected by the tariff 
th eduties on that product shall be 
suspended.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The 
House this afternoon reversed itseif 
and struck from the revenue biil 
the Swing amendment imposing the 
war-time surtax rates on large in- 
comes. Consequently the complet- 
ed bill will contain the Ways ‘and 
Means Committee scale, which ends 
with a maximum of 40 per cent on 
incomes above $100,000 a year. The 
vote was 211 to 178. According to 
Treasury estimates, the rates adopt- 
ed wou:d produce $17,000,000 a 
year less than the Swing rates.

General Sales Tax Again Beaten. 

The tax bill, designed to pull the 
Federal Treasury out of the hole 
by raising’ more than $1,000,000,- 
000 a year in new revenue, steamed 
toward passage in the House. 

After wrestling with the meas- 
ure nearly three weeks in com- 
mittee of the whole, the House this 
afternoon resumed its formal stat- 
us as the House proper, and pro- 
ceeded jo take separate record 
votes on the outstanding contro- 
versial features of the bill. 

The first ballot came on a pro- 
posal to put back in the bill the 
genera! sales tax which was reject- 
ed two weeks ago in Committee of 
the Whole. By a yote of 235 to 
160, the House again defeated this 
effort to impose a sweeping tax on 
the consumers of manufactured 
products. It was previously réject- 
ed by a vote of 223 to 153. An-

Dr. Evan O‘Neill Kane, 72, 
Succumbs to Pneumo- 
nia, at Kane, Pa.

KANE, Pa., April 1—Dr. Evan 
O’Neill Kane, who in 19.9 removed 
his own appendix and recently per- 
formed a second operation upon 
himself, died teday of pneumonia. 
He was 7% years old. 

The surgeon, Jong prominent for 
his work in treatment of canéer, 
had been ill for several weeks. 

A few months ago Dr. “Sane per- 
formed- the second operation on 
himself to relieve hernia. As was 
the case in his first feat, he used a 
local anesthetic and mirrors. He 
said the operation was i: accessful, 

The surgeon was active in seek- 
ing legislation controlling ‘surgica’. 
and medical practice. He regarded 
the appendix as a source of many 
ills, and several years ago advo- 
cated compulsory ‘removal of it 
from children. 

He also favored laws requiring a 
physician to file with public au- 
thorities his diagnosis of each seri- 
oug case. An autopsy would be 
held Jf a patient died, and then the 
diagnosis would be checked to de- 
termine if it was correct. Dr. Kane 
said such a system would drive in- 
competent ‘physicians from prac- 
tice. 

Dr. Kane’s father, Major-General 
Thomas L. Kane, was one of the 
founders of the town of Kane, 
whith was named for him. Gen. 
Kane organized the Bucktail Regi- 
ment in the Civil War. 

Dr. Kane was married twice. His 
first wife, Blanche Rupert, died in 
1903. Some years later he married 
her sister, Lila Rupert, who died 
in 1928. 

One son, Elisha Kent Kane, was 
born of the first marriage, and 
five sons of the second. The latter 
are William Kane of Philadelphia, 
Dr. Bernard Kane of Chicago, Dr. 
Thomas L. Kane of Chicago and 
Philip and Robert Kane, twins, of 
Kane.

Garner Gavels Items Through. 

The provision increasing letter 
postage from 2 to 3 cents for a 
périod of two years was approved 
without a record vote. Confusion 
was so great that Speaker Garner 
turned to one group of talking 
members near the desk and shout- 
ed: “If you want to hold a con-} 
ference, get out of the House.” 

In whirlwind fashion the House 
succéssively approved the taxes on 
stock and bond transactions, real 
estate sales and automobiles and 
trucks. Garner was gaveling them 
through with little mercy for the 
opposition. 

The House, confronted with a 
brand-new set of estimates from 
Treasury Secretary Mills, in which 
he stated that the House had not 
yet succeeded in balancing the Fed- 


eral budget, proceeded to adopt a} 


provision applying the normal in- 
come tax rates to corporation divi- 
dends. The tax, never levied be- 
fore and bitterly opposed by “old 
guard” Republicans, is expected to 
yield about $88,000,009 new revenue 
a year. At present the dividends 
of stock are taxable under the 
surtax. é maximum normal in- 
come tax is 7 per cent. 

Mills estimates of the amounts 
that would be produced by the new 
taxes already approved not. only fell 
below the estimates of the Ways 
and Means Committee and its ex- 
perts, but were considerably lower 


jthan Mills’ own previous estimates. 


The concensus was that Mills still 
harbored a lingering hope for the 
adoption of a general sales tax, and 
was trying to convince the House 
that other method would avail 
to balance the budget. ' 

/ La Guardia’s Answer to Mills, 


Representative La Guardia, lead-’ 


bx Of the successful fight against 
the general sales tax proposal, 
mgde the following statement aft- 
ér\studying Mill's figures: 

“some of his estimates of the 
sums to be yielded by the new 
taxes on wealth are absurdly low. 
He has made them low pyrposely, 
with the object of coercing the 
House into accepting additional 
taxes which would not fall on those 
best able to. bear them. The 
House’s reply is to tax dividend. 
Mr. Mills asked for something, and 
he got it. I wonder how he will 
like it.” 


During a session which lasted 
until after midnight, the Ways and 
Means Committee revised its own 
estimates downward until it ar- 
rived at the conclusion that, antici- 
pating a reduction of $200,000,000 
a year in Federal expenditures, the 
bill still fell $49,100,000 short of 
providing enough revenue to meet 
Government penses. It resolved 
to make this’up by imposing the 
normal dAncome tax on dividends. 


‘Mills Does Some Whittling. 

When Secretary Mills got hold of 
the committee’s figures he proceed- 
ed to whittle them still further. The 
greatest divérgénce was in the 
amound that could be saved on 
Federal expenditures. The House 
Appropriations Committee had es- 
timated that $243,000,000 could be 
lop;:d off. The Ways and Means 
Committee reduced this to $200,- 
000,000. 

Byt Mills insisted that no more 
than $125,000,000 could be shaved 
off, and his estimate of the yield to 
be expected from the new taxes 
was $35,000,000 less than the com- 
mittec estimated, although in most 
instances it has accepted his earlier 
estimates in forming its own. Ac- 
cordingly, hé arrived at the con- 
clusion that the budget was still 
$159,000,000 short of being  bal-

Quotes Wilson on Jails. 

La Guardia told the House the 
Ways and Means Committee had 
been compelled to recommend -the 
new taxes. “Congress has been 
threatened with a financial panic 
unless it balances the budget,” he 
said. “That threat has been made 
Openly and repeatediq. Now the 
gentlemen who made it are squeal- 
ing about the new taxes.. We are 
not hearing so much now about the 
necessity of balancing the budget. 
The truth is that they are getting 
paid back in their own coin. They 
are getting a balanced budget, but 
balanced in a way they don’t like.” 

He quoted from a speech deliv- 
ered in 1912 by Woodrow Wilson, 
who said he didn’t believe anyone 
would dare start a panic deliber- 
ately, but, if they did, he wotld 
build enough jails to hold them. 

“That was the statement of a 
man who had red blood in his 
veins,”’ shouted the New York Pro- 
gressive to his Republican col- 
leagues. “It was the statement of 
aman who could not be bullied or 
frightened by Wall Street. I advise 
some of you to recommend that 
kind of doctrine to the present oc- 
cupant of the White House.” 

Representative Jacob Milligan of 
Missouri, assistant Democratic 
whip, joined in the condemnation 
of Secretary Mills. “I don’t under- 
stand,’’ he said, “how a man in such 
a position can afford deliberately 
to issue figures which everyone 
knows to be misleadifg.

ENDED BY COUR 


Federal Judge Faris Orders 
Final Distribution of 
Property to 10 Heirs or 
Groups of Heirs. 


. Final -distribution of the estate 
of Ehrhardt D. Franz, which has 
been in litigation for more than 
eight years, was ordered today by 
Federal Judge Faris. 

The estate, consisting largely of 
stock in Burroughs Adding Ma- 
chine Co., reached a paper value 
of $27,000,000 during the height of 
the stock market boom, but its in- 
dicated present value, on the basis 
of today’s quotations on the stock, 
is about $4,517,000. 

The money is to go to 10 heirs 
or groups of heirs of Franz, once 
a grocer in St. Louis. The fortune 
resulted from his investment of 
$21,000 in the American Arith- 
mometer Co. in 1896, two years be- 
fore he died. That company was 
the predecessor of the Burroughs 
company. The estate holds 282,500 
shares of Burroughs stock. At to- 
day’s market price, $9.87% a share, 
this holding is worth $2,788,275. 

Pending Claims Decided. 

Judge Faris disposed of all pend- 


To the law firm of Buder & Buder, 
which represented the estate 
throughout the litigation, he al- 
lowed a fee of $115,000. Principal 
members of the firm are G. A. 
Buder, publisher of the St. Louis 
Times, and his brother, Oscar. They 
had asked for $210,000 in fees. 

G. A. Buder and G. A. Franz, 

Ouray, Colo., are trustees of the 
estate. To them the Court award- 
ed the usual 5 pér cent commis- 
sion as compensation, but decreed 
that their commission is to be com- 
puted on 62-3 of the 10 equal 
shares into which the estate is di- 
vided. 
Judge Faris explained the heirs 
represented in the six and two- 
thirds shares had signed an agree- 
ment to pay that commission to 
the trustees, but other heirs ob- 
jected, saying the trust avas not 
binding and that their interest in 
the estate was as direct heirs of 
Franz, and not through the trust 
agreement made after his death. 

J. A. Reed Fee $14,000. 

The application of former United 
States Senator James A. Reed fora 
fee of $20,000, for representing the 
trustees before the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals in oppos- 
ing an action brought by some of 
the heirs to remove the trustees, 
was denied. However, the Court 
ordered that Reed receive $14,000 
out of the commission to be paid 
by the estate to the trustees.

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Forsythia, Climbing Roses 
Will Be Scarce This Year 
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Shaw’s Garden Expert Says Cold Weather 


Following Warm Winter Killed Buds 
—Gives Advice on Pruning. 


Spring in St. Louis this year is 
bereft of yellow forsythia, and 
summer will come without climb- 
ing roses because of the scrambled 
weather of February and March. 
Superintendent Pfing of Shaw's 
Garden said today. 

But, he said, the amateur will 
have opportunity to do some gen- 
erally neglected pruning. He can 
reduce his straggling forsythia 
shrubs to desirable shape and size, 
and cut down his California privet 
to a more suitable height for hedge 
than many amateurs maintain. 

The cold of early March 4di3 
widespread damage, not so much 
because it was unseasonable, he ex- 
plained, as because it had  fol- 
lowed an unseasonably warm late 
winter, For that reason vegeta- 
tion was abnormally “soft” and 
matured, and so was caught off 
guard, 

Lawns sown in late fall and 
early spring will require re-sowing, 
he said. Established lawns, how- 
ever, were only discolored—for the 
first time last winter. Rains and 
mild weather of the last few days 
have restored the green to “both 
bluegrass and bent grassés. Pring 
remarked that the bluegrass {s in 
better shape than for several sea- 
sons, since last summer’s heat 
burned out a great deal of the crab 
grass which makes many St. Louis 
lawns unsightly. 

Would Cut Back Privet. 
California privet at the garden, 
both in low hedges and planted 
singly, to grow. unchecked into tall 
shrubs, was killed back to the 
ground. Pring advised that it be 
cut back to an inch above the 
ground surface. 

Even where a few inches of 
green wood remains, he warned, to 
leave it would cause unsymmetrical 
growth Householders need have 
no fear of ruining a California 


back, he said, since it will grow to 
proper height before midsummer, 
and’ he added that many St. Louis- 
ans fail to keep it trimmed down 
to the maximum height of two and 
a half to three feet. 

But not all kinds of privet were 
frozen, Pring said, and the amateur 
must examine his hedge to be sure 
he is not cutting back a hardier 
but comparatively ‘low-growin; 
Chinese or European privet. The 
Chinese -has never been known to 


privet hedge by thus cutting it}

Climbing roses were hard hit. 
Some of them require only the 
elimination of old wood, but in the 
less hardy varieties all the canes 
were killed and will have to be cut 
back to the ground.

“This knocks out the old saying, 
‘Never prune a climbing rose untii 
it has bloomed,” said Pring. “All 
the buds are killed, and they might 
as well be pruned now. Here, again, |- 
the amateur who has not pruned 
out his climbers for years can get 
in and eliminate the old wood, and 
leave the new for subsequent de- 
velopment.’ The bdsal shoots: that 
| develop this year should have par- 
ticular attention, for they will pro- 
vide next year’s floral display.” 

The polyantha roses, snail and 
bushy, bearing clusters of flowers 
like the climbers, need to be cut 
back to green wood, which, in the 
case of those at the garden, means 
virtually to the ground. Pring sug- 
gested that amateurs, in order to 
ascertain the damage to polyantha 
roses, make a smal! incision and, 
wherever they find wood even 
streaked with brown, eliminate it. 

Monthly or tea roses, he said, 
require pruning to green wood, six 
to 12 inches above ground, but will 
bloom on this year’s growth. fiy- 
brid tea or June roses, the hardiest 
type, require only the ordinary 
pruning. 

A few goldenbells, or forsythia, 
are blooming now at the garien, 
but raggedly, for most of the buds 
were killed. The garden expert said 
that the old wood should be 
pruned out and last year’s growth 
cut back six inches to two feet to 
eliminate the frozen tips. 

“Damage to tulips and narcis- 
suses was not so great as we ex- 
pected,” Pring said. “Daffodils 
that were through the ground were 
blasted, but, generally speaking, 
only the leaf tips. Of. course, the 
flowering will not be up to stand- 
ard, for tulip and narcissus leaves 


‘will be yellow tipped. 


“Trises end peonies, were not far 
enough clong to be damaged, and 
the later flowers, spireas, snow- 
balls, lilacs and so on, will come 
through all right.”

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BAVARIANS EXCITED 
'QVER FINDING OF OlL 


Farmers Invest in Boring Com- 
pany Despite Warning— Sev- | 


eral Small Gushers Struck. 


f 


MUNICH, Germany, April 1.— 
Excitement over oi] has gripped 
Bavaria since a number of small 
gushers were struck during recent 
scientific boring. The divining- 
rod dominhates’the field in ‘the 
northern part of the country while 
in ‘the south a group of American 
geological experts is probing for 
mineral oil. 

Several small gushers have been 
struck in Southern Bavaria since 
operations were begun in 1930. In 
the same year a German-American 
company was formed in Munich 
under the name of “Bavarian Min- 
eral Industry,” with a share cap- 
ital of $25,000. The company ac- 
quired exclusive concessions to un- 
dertake borings. 

Entirely different, however, is 
the situation in the northern part 
of the country. The oil excitement 
there sprang up solely on the 
strength of the discovery of an al- 
legedly large subterranean oil take, 
covering an area of 16 ‘square miles. 

Hundreds of small farmers are 
included in the area. The Bava- 
rian Deep Boring Co. was founded 
the other day at Gmuenden which, 
despite the failure and the heavy 
monetary losses incurred by similar 
enterprises in neighboring towns, 
began preliminary work for the ex- 
ploitatidbn of the subterranean oil 
lake. The bulk of the company’s 
shares, amounting’ to $30,000, was 
sold in small portions to residents 
within a few days. 

Warnings from authorities and 
newspapers to remember the loss 
of hundreds of thousands of marks 
vainly sunk in previous attempts 
did not dampen the spirits of the 
shareholders. In the meantime, 
divining-rod experts have been em- 
ployed by the company to locate 
new oil deposits.

GRAND JURY URGE 
REVISING PAROLE 
77) PLAN FOR YOUTHS 


Asserts, Hoteeer, That Le- 
niency From Bench Must 
Be Followed Up by Care- 
ful Supervision. 


Expansion of present facilities for 
keeping the courts in touch with 
criminals was recom- 
mended by the grand jury today in 
its final report to Circuit Judge 
Beck. 

“We find,” said the report, “that 
while the Parole Office set up by 
and serving the Criminal Divisions 
of the Circuit Court is well organ- 
ized and honestly and efficiently 
administered, its present staff is in- 
sufficient to provide the proper 
investigation and supervision after 
parole. 

“We also find that there is no 
adequate provision in existing law 
authorizing courts in St. Louis to 
set up the machinery and provide 
for the personnel necessary for 
these purposes. Many of the Cir- 
cuit Judges have expressed them- 
selves as being willing to authorize 
and employ such additional inves- 
tigating and supervisory staff as 
may be necessary in this connec- 
tion. 

“Attention should immediately bé 
given to the enactment of adequate 
laws to meet this situation. In the 
meantime it is strongly recom- 
mended that the Judges of ‘the 
Criminal Divisions and the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment co- 
operate to the end that some ade- 
quate plan may be agreed upon and 
properly financed to provide for the 
continuation and extension of the 
work of the parole office along the 
lines above suggested.” : 

Favorable to Bench Paroles. 

Commenting on the’ parole as a 
medium of court justicé, the grand 
jury said: 

“The grand jury is impressed by 
the number of young men who are 
committing serious crimies. Many 
of these young men are said to be 
first offenders. If over the juvenile 
age limit of 17 years they are 
treated as adults. It is our belief 
that a considerable percentage of 
these young adult offenders with- 
out previous criminal affiliations 
might be reclaimed if saved the 
stigma of actual imprisonment and 
consequent contact with hardened 
criminals, 

‘Such stigma can be avoided 
only by the judicious use of the 
“‘bench parole’ (parole by the Judge 
who sentences the man) in cases 
where such paroles are authorized 
by the statutes. But such parole, 
to be effective, must be granted 
only after the most searching in- 
vestigation regarding the previous 
record of the offender and must be 
followed by careful and continued 
supervision after parole. 

“Without such investigation and 
supervision a bench parole is noth- 
ing but an outright release, with 
the almost definite certainty that 
the subject so favored will lapse 
back into a criminal life. <A sys- 
tem of indiscriminate paroling, 
without such investigation and. su. 
pervision, is not only futile, but is 
perilous to society and is fraught 
with great danger of political 
abuse.” 

Approves Survey Report. 

In his charge on Feb. 1, Judge 
Beck, who had been sdversely crit- 
tcised for his free parole policy, in- 
structed the grand jury to investi- 
gate crime prevention as effected 
through extensive probation service 
and indeterminate prison sentences. 

This was dismissed by the grand 
jury in its>report in the following 


|} words: 


“The whole subject of probation 
and parole was so comprehensively 
covered in the study and report of 
the Missouri Crime Survey con- 
ducted by the Missouri Association 
for Criminal Justice, that we could 
do no better than recommend adop- 
tion of the measures suggested 
therein, in all of which we heartily 
copicur.’’

BURR STEVENS CO. 
TOBE LIQUDATED 
OWES $1,100,000 


Creditors Agree Not to 
Press Claims—Told Book 
Value of Assets Exceeds 
Liabilities $300,000. 


Burr-Stevens & Co., Inc., brok- 
ers in the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Building, will undergo an orderly 
liquidation to meet an indebtedness 
of $1,100,000. This decision was 
made last night by creditors meet- 
ing with officers of the firm. Z 
Charles M. Rice, attorney for 
Burr-Stevens, said the book value 
of the company’s assets, cofsist- 
ing of stocks, bonds and notes, was 
$300,000 in excess of liabilities. If 
disposed of hurriedly under present 
market conditions the assets would 
bring less than the amount due 
creditors. Stocks numbered among 
assets are unlisted securities in 
concerns described by Rice as re- 
liable. Assets also include about 
$60,000 cash. 

About $500,000 of the liabilities 
represent loans from banks secured 
by stocks, bonds and commercial 
paper. Rice described the security 
as ample. Other creditors cénsist

Judge Ragiand’s Reasoning. 

Judge Ragland, in holding the 
three State officials had been de- 


prived of their redistricting powers 
by adoption of the initiative and 
referendum amendnient, holds that 
it plainly was the purpose of the 
amendment to recall all of the leg- 
islative authority which had ithere- 
toforc been granted, including that 
granted to the three State officials 
to establish senatorial districts, “in 
order that the whole of the power 
then to be granted could be. made 
subject to the rescrvations relating 
to the initiative and referendum.” 
“Manifestly the framers of the 
amendment of 1908 intended . as 
did the people in adopting it,’’ 
Judge Ragland says, “that every 
vestige of legislative power granted 
directly by the Constitution itself 
to agencies of the State Govern- 
ment, the exercise of which would 
affect the State as a whole. should 
be subjert to its initiative and ref- 
erendum previsions. \ 

“All the sovereign power of this 
State, except the portion delegated 
to the generai government, rests 
with the people of the State,” the 
Judge says. “They may at their 
Weasure grant or withhold such 
power, or having granted it to the 
agencies which they have set up 
for their own governfhent, they 
may withdraw ali or any part of 
it, through the medium of their 
organic law.“ 

He says the people had implied- 
ly given their approval to the for- 
mer decision in 1921, through the 
defeat, in a special State election in 
1924, of one of the amendments 
submitted by the constitutional 
convention of 1922-2 which would 
have placed the poyer of redistrict- 
ing senatorial districts entirely in 
the hands of a board of five elec- 
tive State officers. The defeat 
clearly indicated, the Judge argues, 
that the people desired the redis- 
tricting power to remain with the 
Legislature and be subject to the 
referendum. 
Referring to arguments that the 
redistricting, corrected inequalities 
in representation, Judge Ragland 
Says these inequalities, such as 
those between the cities and rural 
sections of the State, were not in- 
volved in deciding the case. “Such 
equality of representation must be 
worked out through constitutional 
means,” he points out. “This court 
may not usurp powers which the 
people of the State have conferred 
upon other departments of their 
Governments, or reserved to them- 
selves.” 


Judge F. E. Atwood’s Opinion. 
Chief Justice F. E. Atwood, in 
dissenting, declares there had been 
no implied repeal of the redistrict- 
ing power of the three-State offi- 
cers, through adoption of the initia- 
tive and referendum amendment. 
He says the proviso giving the State 
-officers the authority was a limita- 
tion on’ legislative authority, and, 
being a limitatica, was not re- 
pealed hy the amendment. 

He reviews the details of the 
1931 redistricting, pointing out that 
it increased the St. Louis represen- 
tation from six Senators to seven, 
and the Jackson ty represen- 
tation from two to four. 
and says it corrected inequalities in 
representation. He says. there has 
been no showing that the districts 
could be made more reasonably 
equal than in this one. It was the 
“manifest legislative intent to pro-- 
vide a fairly certain and expediti- 
ous means of redistricting when

“It‘ would be most unreasonable 
to hold,’’ he says, “that by their 
adoption of the initiative and ref- 
erendum amendment the people in- 


stended to deprive themselves of 
that which their experience has 
shown’ was the. only practical 


means of obtaining senatorial re- 
districting.” 

Referring to the 1921 decision, 
Judge Atwood says it was not like- 
ly the soundness of that decision

The resolution which created the commission com- 
manded- it to devise means “to promote peace and to 
equalize the burdens and to minimize the profits or 
war.” The commission’s tax proposal will go much 
farther than its suggested amendment toward the 
minimization of profits. The equalization of burdens 
is an impossibility. No one can pretend that the 
corporation whose profits have been limited to 8 per 
cent has suffered the same burden as the boy who 
has been killed or crippled in action. Nor can the 
burdens of different business men be equalized. For 
the activity of some concerns must necessarily be re- 
stricted; that of others expanded to mee war needs. 

In conclusion, it can scarcely be said that the rec- 
ommendations of the commission have contributed 
anything to the promotion of peace, save on the naive 
assumption that wars are precipitated mainly by 
profit-seeking business, or on the equally specious 
theory that preparedness for war insures the preser- 
i vation of peace. The question may well be raised 
whether America today should be devoting to the 
elaboration of war policies energies which might 
more usefully be applied to the strengthening of these 
measures which will most effectively promote world 


peace.

A Japanese Speaks. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
C HINESE anti-foreign upheavals are 
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based upon their inborn hatred for 

other nationals. If there is no anfi- 
Japanese uprising, there occurs an anti- 
British agitation, with attendant horrors 
and thuggeries. Failing that, the Chinese 
surge upon Americans. Under the guise 
of boycotts, unspeakable outrages are 
perpetrated to gratify their racial char- 
acteristics—lust for blood galore and joy 
in vengeance in the most cruel forms. 

For years past Japan has patiently en- 
dured these Chinese provocative acts of 

_ War and aggression. The so-called “boy- 
cott’” which shot up in Shanghai last 
year was inspired by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment. It exceeded, by far, many pre- 
vious ones in its atrocity. The Chinese 
rose in blind fury to the stirring slogan, 
“Slaughter the Japanese!” Eye-witnesses 
of the recent clash of arms at Shanghai 
attribute it to the most inhuman war- 
fare initiated by the Chinese. 

Jan. 28, the Shanghai Defense Com- 
mittee, composed of the American, Brit- 
ish, French, Italian and Japanese com- 
manders, decided to detail their forces at 
4 o'clock in the afternoon to their re- 
spective sectors previously assigned, un- 
der the state of siege proclaimed by the 
Shanghai Municipal Council, of which 
the president is an American. 

The Japanese deferred as to the execu- 
tion of this measure in order to grant 
China ample time to evacuate her troops 
and to withdraw her military equipment 
set up near the Japanese line. But the 
situation grew alarming. Toward mid- 
night Japanese bluejackets finally began 
to move to their sector, only to be ac- 
costed by torrents of terrific shellfire 
from Chinese regulars of overwhelming 
superiority in numerical strength.

This method is regularly practiced 
in civil wars which infest China time and 
again.) What a horror if the 100,000 
Chinese soldiers had overruao the Inter- 
national Settlement! 

We wonder why the oratorical gentle- 
men at Geneva failed to recognize China 
as aggressor. Before discussing economic 
sanctions, why not raise this question of 
agcressorship? Why not apply Article 
XVI where it belongs? On the contrary, 
poor Japan would be “punished,” Japan 
would be “chastised.”

But until they are 
prepared to alter their basic prepossessions 
in these respects, they will continue to have 
majestic laws and immense lawlessness.

Criss-Cross Pie and- Charlotte 
Are Luscious Spring 
Treats. 


Now's the time when the men of 
the family beam with joy as rhu- 
barb pie is served. It’s delicious 
now while rhubarb is so tender and 
the family has not had it often 
enough to tire of it. 

And there’s an _ old-fashioned 
rhubarb charlotte which is very 
good, too. It will be a good way to 
get rid of any old bread or cake 
you may have on hand. 

Rhubarb Pic. 


/Wash stalks of rhubarb, cut off 
Meaves and root and cut the stalks 
in inch pieces. Do not peel then. 
For a medium-sized pie you will 
need four’cups cup-up +arhubarb. 
Mix this with one and one-half 
cups sugar which has in turn been 
mixed with one-fourth cup flour. 
Line a deep pie plate with pastry 
rolled a scant one-fourth inch 
thick. 

Fill with the rhubarb, then cover 
with a top crust, or with strips of 
pie crust cut half an inch’ wide. 
Criss-cross these and place them 
quite close together. Bake in a hot 
oven for 15 minutes, reduce the 
heat to a moderate temperature, 
and continue cooking for 25 or 30 
minutes longer, until crisp and well 
browned. 

Rhubarb Charlotte. 

Prepare stalks of rhubarb as for 
pie—be sure to always discard the 
leaves as. they are not good to eat 
raw or cooked. Put four cups of 
the cut-up rhubarb in a saucepan 
with one and one-half cups cold 
water. Heat to the boiling point 
and boil -for 10 minutes;or until 
very soft. Remove from fire and 
add one and one-half cups sugar. 
Stir until the sugar is dissolved. 

While the rhubarb is cooking, 
fill a pudding pan with slices of 
stale buttered bread or cake, lining 
the sides and bottom, and then fill 
in the center with small pieces 
packed together..Pour boiling rhu- 
barb over the bread, place a plate 
on top of the pan and put a weight 
on the plate to hold it down firmly. 
when cold, put in the icebox to 
chill. Turn out and cover with a 
layer of whipped sweetened cream 
or evaporated milk.. ‘ 


COCOANUT ICING 


Three-fourths cup sugar, three 
tablespoons water, two egg whites, 
one-eighth teaspeon cream of tar- 
tar, one-quarter teaspoon lemon, 
one-quarter teaspoon vanilla. 

Put sugar, water, egg whites and 
cream of tartar into top of double 
boiler. The water in the lower part 
should be kept boiling. Beat mix- 
ture with egg beater eight to 190 
minutes. Add flavoring and re- 
move from fire. Grate one fresh 
cocoanut. Add one-third of it to 
one-third of the icing and spread 
between the layers,, Spread the re- 
mainder of icing on top and sides 
and sprinkle with the remaining 
cocoanut.

Many children at this season of 
the year begin to tire of school, of 
their play, but most of all, of their 
food.

Practical Hints‘on Meat, Fruit 
and Other Food Items 
of Daily Use. 


The addition of milk to ham- 
burger steak makes a big improve- 
ment in the flavor and texture. Use 
one-half cup of milk to a pound of 
meat, mixing it in thoroughly with 
salt and pepper to season and a 
little grated or finely chopped 
onion. Shape into cakes half an 
inch thick and bake or broil fn a 
hot oven. The liquid keeps the 
steak from becoming hard and 
dry in cooking. 


Chicken is fine just now, and is 
always popular. In cooking it care 
must be taken to keep it from be- 
coming dry. If the chicken is very 
lean, brush or spread with a thin 


layer of fat before cooking it and: 


cover the pan during the first half 
of roasting. 


Gingerbread, ready mixed for 
baking with the exception of the 
liquid is now among the “ready 
made” products for the convenience 
of the busy houseKeeper.

When baking small cakes for 
the children’s school ltunches, line 
the pans with small paper cases 
that ‘it in the muffin pans.

And it’s 
much easier to wash the pans aft- 
er the cakes are baked this way. 


Dried fruits may be cooked in 
the oven as well as on the top of 
the stove. If you are preparing an 
oven meal, or are using the oven 
for baking or roasting. cook a pan 
of fruit for next day’s breakfast 
or de&sert at the same time. Wash 
fruit, put it in a baking pan and 
cover with cold water. Cover pan 
closely and cook until tender. Add 
a little sugar when the fruit is 
done. -Apricots, prunes, peaches, 
raisins and the mixed dried fruits 
that are becoming so popular, may 
all be cooked to good advantage in 
this way. 


Whole grain cereals are those in 
which the milling precess removes 
only the coarse outer husk, leaving 
the whole grain which is theh 
ground or rciled, according to the 
cereal made.

Shoulder or any fore- 
quarter cut of lamb makes the best 
casserole. Buy three pounds for 
six servings, as most of the fore- 
quarter cuts have considerable 
bone. This adds to the flavor of 
the cooked dish, but must be taken 
into consideration in marketing. 
Cook vegetables with the lamb, and 
bake potatoes and a peach tapioca 
in the oven while the lamb is cook- 
ing. 
This makes a convenient and de- 
licious meal, especially suited to a 
day when the home cook may want 
to be away most of the afternoon. 
Put the lamb in a slow oven and let 
it cook by itself. Allow 45 to 50 
minutes for the potatoes and the 
same time for the pudding. - The 
meat may cook two or three hours, 
The vegetable cocktail for Sun- 
day may be made from the mixed 
vegetables that are canned for 
salads. Chill, marinate in French 
dressing, then drain and serve on 
jecrisp, small lettuce leaves arranged 
around a cup of cocktail sauce. Or 
cook string beans, slivers of car- 
rots, tiny whole beets; chill, mari- 
nate in the same way and add curls 
of celery and spring onions. 
Leftover Veal Curry. 
Leftover veal makes a grand 
curry. Here is a recipe that is a 
real India one, Melt two table- 
spoons butter in a heavy frying 
pan, add a large onion cut in very 
thin slices. Fry slowly to a golden 
brown, then stir in two tablespoons 
of the curry powder and two table- 
spoons flour. Mix, add two cups 
canned or stewed tomatoes, three 
teaspoons sugar and a little pepper 
—very little, as the curry powder 
is highly spiced. 
Let simmer for 10 minutes, add 
two cups diced cooked veal and 
cook slowly for 20 minutes longer. 
Serve around mounds of boiled rice 
or mixed with two cups cooked rice. 
Chutney is an India pickle that is 
usually served with curry. It may 
be bought in ‘bottles, and there are 
also a number of recipes for home- 
made chutney. . 


Waffles. 


Sift together two cups flour, one- 
half teaspoon salt, two teaspoons 
sugar, and four teaspoons baking 
powder. Beat the yolks of two 
eggs until light and whites until 
stiff. Add one and three-quarters 
cups milk to egg yolks and stir 
into flour mixture. Beat until 
smooth, add one-half cup. melted 
shortening and then fold in beaten 
egg whites. Cook on a hot waffle 
iron. Makes about eight large 
waffles. Any batter left over may 
be kept in the ice box and used 
within two or three days. Cover 
batter to prevent a crust forming 
on top. 

Baked Chicken Loaf.

DISCLOSED IN SURVEY 


In Five-Year Period, 46 Per 
Cent of Dealers Quit 
Business. 


Spevial ty the Post-Dispatch. 
URBANA, IJL—A recent investi- 
gation of the Bureau of Business 
Research. Uniyersity of Hlinois, 
showed that of 9718 retail dealers 
who were in business in 1925, 27 
per cent were gone in 1927, and 46 
per cent were gone'in 19380, al- 


Sthough:-there were wide variations 
jin the percentages of dealers who 


quit business in different trades. 

The investigation presents the re- 
sults of a study of mortality among 
16,000 retail dealers in Ilinois. The 
study covered the period 1925 to 
1930 and included 255 Illinois towns 
and cities. 

Eleven trades were selected for 
study. They were: furniture, gro- 
cery, meat, dry goods, \hardware, 
drugs, department, clothing, ga- 
rages, restaurants and genera! 
stores, 

Of those in business in 1925, 65 
per cent of the restaurants, 51 per 
cent of the garages, 50 per cent of 
the grocery stores, and 46 per cent 
of the meat stores had gone out of 
business by the end of the five- 
year period. The mortality of deal- 
ers in the longer-lived trades was 
41 per cent of the general stores, 
$9 per cent of the depar:ment 
stores, 36 per cent of the clothing, 
dry goods, and furniture stores, 28 
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1982 
per cent of the hardware stores, 
and -24 per cent of the drug stores. 

It was fo ound that in six of the 

ji ‘ines the actual uumber of deai- 
e.8 decreased: genera! stores, meat. 
clothing, dry goods, grocery and 
hardware. In the other five res- 
tayrants, . department, garages, 
drugs and furniture, there wassean 
increase in the number of concerus. 
Changes in population were gener- 
ally accompanied by corresponding 
changes in number of dealers. The 
restaurant trade was the only one 
in which the number of concerns 
increased faster than population. 

‘Classification in towns of various 
sizes showed that the number of 
dealers decreased in all town groups 
except those of more than 35,000 
population. This decline was most 
evident in the small villages and in 
towns of 7000 to 15,000, 

The fact that the decline in num- 
ber of dealers for 15 coal towns 
was noticeably greater than that 
for all towns studied indicated a 
close relation between industrial 
prosperity ang number of dealers 
in business. The number of dealers 
in 15 coal towns decreased 8.8 per 
cent in one year conipared with an 
average increase of .< per cent for 
all towns studied. The percentage 
of dealers quitting busithess in the 
coal towns was 25.9 in one year, 
compared with an average of 15.9 
per cent for dealers in the 255 
towns.

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TALK OF MASTER PLAN 


FOR CTY DEVELOPMENT 


St. Louis Law Department 
Studies Advisability of Al- 
dermanic Approval. 


A study is being made by tho 
city’s law department to determine 
whether it would be feasible to 
pass an ordinance officially adopt- 
ing a master plan for the develop- 
ment of St. Louis, Harland Bar- 
tholomew, engineer of the City 
Plan Commission, told the Civic 
Development Bureau of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce yesterday. 

While the Plan Commission has 
established a major street scheme 
and worked out: plans for zoning, 
transit, parks and other objects, 
the city never has given them offi- 
cial adoption. 

If the whole set of plans were 
adopted as a master guide, pro- 
cedings under them ‘would be re- 
ferred to the commission for co- 
ordination with the. master plan 
and for. recommendation to. the 
Board of Aldermen as to whether 
they should be passed or killed. 


Bartholomew spoke of the desir- | 


ability of a provision in the stan- 
dard city plan act, in force in sev- 
en other states, for a four-fifths 
vote of the Aldermen to override a 
recommendation by the commis- 
sion. An amendment of the charter 
or an act of the Legislature would 
be required to set up this provision 
here. 

City planning has become a mat- 
ter of making a city practical as 
well as a city beautifuly through 
control of orderly development, 
Bartholomew said. Zoning and 
street opening and widening that 
have been carried out in the past 
have not been enough to protect 
urban property, he declared, saying 
that St. Louis would drift and con- 
tinue to suffer losses that ars 
greater than the gains from city 
planning until a master plan is 
He called at- 
tention to the tendency of decen- 
tralization here and its depressing 
effect on property values, but indi- 
cated a master plan would operate 
to prevent blighted districts. 


CHICAGO BOARD OF TRADE 
~ PRESIDENT ASSAILS HYDE 


Charges Secretary Is Playing Poli- 
tics by Trying to Make Grain 
Traders ‘‘Scapegoats,”’ 

By the Assuciated Press. 

CHICAGO, April 1.—Peter B. 
Carey, president of the Chicago 
Board of Trade, charged yesterday 
that Secretary of Agriculture Hyde 
was playing politics by attempting 
to make “scapegoats” of organ- 
ized grain traders. 

In a controversy over trading 
regulations of the Board of Trade, 
Carey declared that Hyde had been 
“misinformed” and “‘does)/ not un- 
derstand the technical side” of the 
grain industry. Hyde last week de- 
clared that the Board of Trade 
acted contrary to the interests of 
the farmers in reinstatiing No. 1 
and No. 2 yellow hard wheat for 
Chicago futures trading. 

In a letter to the Secretary, Ca- 
rey said the action had political 
motives, “especially in view of the 
economic election when it might be 
considered profitable politically for 
the Department of Agriculture, 
with the enormous expenditure and 
waste of public money, to have 4a 
football which it could kick around 
for the diversion of the minds of 
Senators and voters.” 

Carey expressed indignation that 
communications from Hyde during 
the whext futures controversy had 
been relea.ed for publication at 
Washington before being received 
here, precluding a conference. 

“Officers and members of the 
Chicago Board of Trade dare com- 
pletely tired of beiug kicked around 
as a political football,” Carey said. 
“We resent the continued implica- 
tions as to our integrity and as to 
our motives which emanate from 
the Department of Agriculture.” -
